Dons ‘Too Mature’ 
For Campus Patrol 


Gary Anderson, chair- 
man of the police enforce- 
ment committee, announc- 
ed Tuesday that it has been 
decided by a unanimous 
vote not to recommend the 
formation of a_ student 
police patrol. 


“After discussing the matter 
with students from other schools, 
it was decided that the students 
at Santa Ana College are, or 
should be, mature enough to 
know how to conduct themselves 
without the necessity of having a 
patrolling force cite them for 
misconduct,’’ Anderson said. 


“We did decide, however, that 
measures must be taken to com- 
bat the general misconduct in 
the lounge. The committee felt

Tavern Post editor Ed LeSaout 
told Student Council Tuesday the 
Tavern Post cover approved by 
students was vetoed by college 
President John E. Johnson. 

As a result, LeSaout added, an- 
other cover has been selected. 


But even the chosen cover at 
left creates problems according 
to Mrs. Bessie Bosanko, super- 
visor of the district print shop. 
“The white circles and the gray 
background make it impossible to 
engrave. It will have to be cor- 
rected,’’ she stated. 

Prompted by a question from 
ASB Vice President Dan- Wool- 
dridge, LeSaout said, “In the 
first place, I was not holding the 
election. 


“Robert Jenkins of the art de- 
partment put the covers up for 
approval without my knowledge 
or that of our adviser, Donald 
Minnick. 


“Students voted for the cover 
picturing two ‘beatniks’ under a 
street light, but Dr. Johnson 
vetoed it,” he replied. 


More than 200 students cast 
ballots for the 13 displayed en- 
tries, LeSaout said. 


LeSaout later asserted that the 
“beatnik” cover was eliminated 
from possible cover choices be- 
cause ‘‘the gray tones would have 
made it impossible to engrave. 
We specifically asked that crisp 
black and white drawings be sub- 
mitted.” 

Jenkins said late Wednesday 
that neither he nor Minnick were 
pleased with the entries submit- 
ted voluntarily, so decided to 
turn it over to art students to 
“see what they could do with it.”
